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1 . RICHARD BURT OF NEW YORK TIMES REPORTED T AT PRESIDENT 
CARTER HAS ORDERED AN INTERAGENCY STUDY OF WHETHER U.S. 

SHOULD DEVELOP NEW GENERATION OF NUCLEAR-ARMED MISSILES 
TO DEPLOY IN WESTERN EUROPE IN 1980'S TO COUNTER NEW 
SOVIET MEDIUM-RANGE BOMBERS AND MISSILES. BURT SAID STUDY 
TO BE COMPLETED IN SIX MONTHS. HE REPORTED THAT WEST 
GERMAN CHANCELLOR SCHMIDT RAISED IDEA OF NEW MISSILE IN 
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PRIVATE TALKS WITH CARTER RECENTLY, BUT PRESIDENT, IN 
PUBLIC, HAS COMMITTED U.S. ONLY TO STUDY REQUEST. BURT 
NOTED THAT REQUEST IS SAID TO HAVE "SPURRED AN INTENSE 
DEBATE IN FOREIGN POLICY CIRCLES." BURT SAID WHILE THERE 
APPEARS TO BE WESTERN CONSENSUS THAT COUNTER TO NEW SOVIET 
WEAPONS IS NEEDED, OFFICIALS ARE UNDECIDED OVER WHAT TYPE, 
AND WHETHER IT SHOULD BE IN AMERICAN HANDS OR COULD BE 
OPERATED BY ALLIED FORCES. DEFENSE SCIENCE BOARD. IN STUDY 
FOR DEFENSE SECRETARY BROWN, HAD ADVOCATED DEPLOYMENT OF 
2,000 MOBILE, LAND-LAUNCHED CRUISE MISSILES IN EUROPE, 

BURT SAID. HE SAID SOME ANALYSTS OPPOSE WHOLE IDEA OF 
EUROPEAN-BASED MISSILE FORCE, "ON GROUND THAT IT WOULD BE 

SHIFT AWAY FROM EXISTING STRATEGY OF USING INTERCONTINENTAL 
MISSILES TO PROTECT EUROPE. THEY ALSO FEAR THAT NEW MEDIUM- 
RANGE MISSILE FORCE COULD DAMAGE RELATIONS WITH MOSCOW AND 
COMPLICATE ARMS CONTROL NEGOTIATIONS. RATHER THAN DEPLOY- 
ING NEW MISSILE, THEY SUGGEST, WEST SHOULD ATTEMPT TO 
INDUCE SOVIET UNION TO LIMIT ITS OWN MEDIUM-RANGE SYSTEMS 
IN AN AGREEMENT THAT MIGHT FOLLOW PRESENT TALKS ON 
LIMITATION OF STRATEGIC ARMS. ADVOCATES OFEUROPEAN- 
BASED MISSILE FORCE SAY RUSSIANS WOULD HAVE LITTLE INCENTIVE 
TO LIMIT SS-20 OR BACKFIRE UNLESS WEST CONFRONTED THEM 
WITH MEDIUM-RANGE MISSILE OF ITS OWN." 

2. NEW YORK TIMES EDITORIALLY DESCRIBED MULTIPLE AIM 
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POINT (MAP) BASING SYSTEM AS NEW U.S. INVENTION THAT COULD 
HAVE BOOMERANG EFFECT. "RANDOMLY MOVABLE MISSILES MIGHT 
BE HARD TO FIND IN AN ATTACK, BUT FOR THAT VERY REASON 
THEY ARE ALSO HARD TO LOCATE IN VERIFYING TREATY LIMITS 
ON NUMBER OF MISSILES," TIMES ASSERTED. NOTING THAT 
PENTAGON HAS SUGGESTED BOTH ON-SITE AND AERIAL INSPECTION 
BY SOVIET UNION, TIMES SAID MAIN PROBLEM FOR U.S. IS NOT 
WHETHER THIS WOULD SATISFY SOVIET GOVERNMENT; "IT IS 
WHETHER AMERICANS WOULD EVER BE SATISFIED WITH KIND OF 
INSPECTIONS RUSSIANS WOULD ALLOW ONCE THEY ENTER THIS 
GIANT SHELL GAME.. .CIA DOUBTS THAT SATELLITE CAMERAS WOULD 
SERVE FOR THIS KIND OF INSPECTION AND NO ONE BELIEVES 
RUSSIANS WOULS ALLOW CAMERA-LADEN HELICOPTERS TO CRUISE 
IN THEIR AIR SPACE.” TIMES SAID "ARMS CONTROL NEEDS TO BE 
DEFENDED ALSO AGAINST MERGER OF PLANNING FOR ANY 'SHELL 
GAME' SYSTEM WITH DEVELOPMENT OF GIANT MOBILE MX MISSILE. 

IF MOBILE SYSTEM BECAME NECESSARY, EXISTING MINUTEMAN 
MISSILE COULD BE MADE MOBILE AT HALF 40 BILLION DOLLAR 
COST OF MX, AND YEARS SOONER. UNLIKE MX, MINUTEMAN WOULD 
NOT POSE FIRST-STRIKE THREAT TO RUSSIA'S LAND ROCKETS; 

IT WOULD NOT INCREASE TEMPTATION TO SHOOT FIRST IN CRISIS 
TO AVOID BEING CAUGHT ON GROUND. IT CONFORMS TO STRATEGY 
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OF DETERRENCE, WHEREAS MX SOONER OR LATER WOULD FORCE 
SOVIET UNION INTO ITS OWN MOBILE MISSILE PROGRAM." 

3. WASHINGTON STAR. QUOTING INTELLIGENCE SOURCES, SAID 
LATEST EVIDENCE INDICATES THAT MIRV'D SS-N-18 MISSILES, 

WITH RANGE OF MORE THAT 4,900 MILES, ARE BEING DEPLOYED ON 
DELTA-3 SUBMARINES AS VESSELS ENTER SOVIET FLEET. EACH 
MISSILE CARRIES THREE WARHEADS, AND REPORTEDLY IS FIRST 
TIME SOVIETS HAVE PLACED MORE THAN SINGLE WARHEAD ON SEA- 
BASED MISSILE. "DEVELOPMENT REPRESENTS NARROWING OF 
NUMERICAL GAP BETWEEN U.S. AND SOVIET SEA-BASED STRATEGIC 
WEAPONS," STAR REPORTED. 

4. WASHINGTON STAR SAID PRIVATE BIPARTISAN STUDY GROUP, 
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ATLANTIC COUNCIL. WARNED THAT TIME IS GROWING SHORT FOR 
BRINGING "GRAY AREA" WEAPONS UNDER CONTROL. COUNCIL URGED 
PROMPT STUDIES ON QUESTION OF LIMITING INTERMEDIATE RANGE 
MISSILES, NUCLEAR-ARMED FIGHTER-BOMBERS AND OTHER WEAPONS

NEGOTIATIONS." REPORT WAS PREPARED BY TEAM HEADED BY U.

5. RICHARD BURT OF NEW YORK TIMES SAID CARTER ADMINISTR- 
ATION IS CONSIDERING SELLING IRAN 31 CONVERTED F-4 FIGHTER 
PLANES WITH ADVANCED ELECTRONIC GEAR AND STRIKE MISSILES, 
DESIGNED TO CONFUSE ENEMY RADAR AND ATTACK AIR DEFENSE 
INSTALLATIONS. PLANES, CALLED WILD WEASELS, COST ABOUT 

10 MILLION DOLLARS EACH. SHAH WAS TOLD HE COULD HAVE 31
